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Constitutional and valid statutory provisions designating the place for holding court or its terms or sessions will be 
accorded effect, and proceedings at an unauthorized place are usually held to be void. 


Constitutional and valid statutory provisions designating the place for holding court or its terms or sessions will be accorded 
effect as mandatory and exclusive of other places, ! and when the place is so fixed, the court cannot lawfully be held at any other 
place.” Proceedings at an unauthorized place are usually void? unless the parties consent to the holding of a session in a place 


other than that appointed as is permissible in some jurisdictions* although not in others.> 


In some cases, the power to designate the place for holding court has been conferred upon the judge.° Such a designation must 


be formally made and filed as required by statute.”
